GO YE THEREFORE AND TEACH New Church Building at 
ALL NATIONS 





Matt. 
Among the characteristics of 
Jesus’ 


teaching which have 


passed into the higher consci- 
ousness of Christianity is an in- 
extinguishable doctrine. When 
He was only a village prophet 
He declared that the _ social 
Utopia of Isaiah was already be- 
ing fulfilled. When He gave the 
sermon on the mount He spoke 
as a greater Moses, legislating, 
not for a nation but for a race. 
If He called apostles they were 
to disciple every creature. And 
if He died it was for a_ world. 
His generation might condemn 
Him but they would see Him 
again on the clouds of Heav- 
en. His death would be celebrat- 
ed in a sacrament unto every 
generation and being lifted on 
a cross He would draw all men 
to Him. The apostles who fail- 
ed in His lifetime would after- 
ward do greater works than 
Himself and He who departed 
from their sight would return 
in the Holy Ghost and be with 
them forever. He looks beyond 
His own hand and embraces a 
race in His plans. He ignores 
the defeats of His own minis- 
try and discounts the victory of 
His disciples. He teaches, com- 
mands and arranges prophecies 
with a universal and_ eternal 
accent. This was not because 
He made light of task or of His 
enemies; no one ever had such 
a sense of the hideous tyranny 
of sin or passed through such a 
Gehenna, but Jesus knew that 
the kingdom of God was com- 
ing and must come. Rom. 14:17. 
He held that the age of gold was 
not behind but before humanity. 
The high spirit has passed into 
the souls of Christ’s chief ser- 
vants. The directors and 
pioneers, the martyrs and ex- 
emplars of our faith have had 
no misgivings; the light of hope 
has ever been shining on their 
faces. St. Paul boasted that he 
was a free born Roman but he 
was prouder to be a member of 
Christ’s Commonwealth, whose 
capital was in heaven and in 
which all nations were one. He 
was a loyal subject to Ceasar 
but he owned a more magnifi- 
cent empire at God’s right hand. 

Above the forces of this pres- 
ent world he saw the principal- 
ities and powers in the heavenly 
places fighting for his faith. 
Scouraged and imprisoned He 
burst into psalms and He looked 
beyond the martyrdom to the 
crown of righteousness. Shack- 
led to a soldier He wrote letters 
brimming over with joy. Com- 
bined to a barrack room he 
caught through a narrow win- 
dow the gleam of the eternal 
city. Never did he flinch before 
a hostile world; never was he 
discouraged by failure or re- 
verse. He knew that he was on 
the winning side and that he 
was laying the foundation of an 
everlasting state. You catch

gustine with all his honor 
prevailing iniquity: and in 

medieval hymn

brating Jerusalem the Golden 
when clouds of judgment hung 
over their heads, and in the mis- 
sionaries of the faith who toil- 
ed their life through without a 
convert and yet died in the faith. 
They might be losing but their 
commander was winning. The 
cross might be surrounded by 
the smoke of battle, it was be- 
ing carried forward to victory. 
The kingdom of God will come 
not through organization but 
through inspiration. Its sign will 
not be the denomination of a 
church but the regeneration of 
humanity. When man »s."all be 
brother to man the world over 
and war shall no longer drench 
cornfields with blood; when wo- 
men are everywhere honored 
and children are _ protected: 
when cities are full of health 
and holiness and when the bur- 
den of misery has been lifted 
from the poor, then the world 
shall know that Christ has not 
died in vain and His vision shall 
be fulfilled. 

Does it seem that the perfect 
life for the individual and for 
the race is too sublime, that it 
is a distant and unattainable 
ideal? It is well enough to give 
the sermon on the Mount and 
true enough if it were lived the 
world over the world would be 
like heaven but then has it ever 
been lived? Yes, once at least 
and beyond all question. Christ 
lived as He taught. He bade 
men lose their lives and He lost 
His; He bade men trample the 
world underfoot and He tramp- 
led it; He commanded men to 
love and He loved even’ unto 
death. This He did as forerunner 
of the race. Why not again with 
Christ as captain? Why not al- 
ways, why not everywhere? Is 
not He the standard of humanity 
now and ‘is not He its Redeem- 
er? Has He not been working 
in the saints who have remind- 
ed the world of God? Will He 
not continue to work till all men 
come to the statute of perfec- 
tion? Only one institution in hu- 
man society carries the dew of 
its youth and through the con- 
flict of the centuries still chants 
its morning song. It is the re- 
ligion of Jesus. I do not mean 
the Christianity which ex- 
hausts its energies in the critic- 
isms of documents or the dis- 
cussion of ritual, the Christian- 
ity of scholasticism or eccles- 
iasticism for there is no life in 
that pedantry which busys itself 
with questions of labor and capi- 
tal, meat and drink, votes and 
politics; there is no life in that 
machinery. I mean the Chris- 
tianity which centers in the 
person of the Son of God with 
His revelation of the Father and 
His gospel of salvation, with His

ORPHANAGE WORK

ro ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture.”” Mark 16:15. I may be mis- 
taken, but I believe that “home 
missions” is the most neglected 
part of the great Church of God. 
As I look over the minutes of 
the 21st Annual Assembly and 
see the number of churches in 
each state and the number of 
states with no churches 
then look at the number of 
real spirit filled ministers in my 
own state that are anxious to 
be on the field but are unable 
to do so because of their fam- 
ilies that will suffer if left be- 
hind. If they go their families’ 
provisions run low and there is 
always someone who claims to 
be saved, sanctified and filled 
with the Holy Ghost and who is 
ready to criticize and say “He 
is bringing reproach on the 
church.” And parties making 
such remarks have plenty of 
this world’s goods and they 
don’t know what it means to be 
hungry or cold. 


There are many places right 
in my own state that are just as 
hungry for the real gospel as 
the preachers’ families get who 
carry the gospel to them. Peo- 
ple claim to be saved, sanctified 
and filled with the How Ghost 
and want to see the Church of 
God rise and shine and they will 
sit down on a cellar full of pro- 
visions; go to church in a fine 
car when they feel like it and 
shout louder than anyone, then 
when there is an offering taken 
for missions they give a dime.

One day he had to travel ina 
blizzard but he got through 
with victory in his sow. 

I could tell of suffering and 
privation of preachers and their 
families and the results there ot, 
which plenty of our dear saints 
don’t realize exists. So let every- 
one of us pastors and overseers 
get this thing on our hearts and 
pray much about it and talk 
missions to our churches. This 
means much in carrying the 
gospel into the byways and 
hedges and it takes something 
more than shouting, dancing 
and talking in tongues. I  be- 
lieve as much in demonstra- 
tions of the spirit as anyone but 
dear hearts let us pray much 
about home missions and do all 
we can to answer our Own pray- 
ers then God will bless and we 
will see many new fields open- 
ed up and many preachers that 
today are at home _ suffering 
anguish of soul who will be out 
on the battle field with smiling 
faces and victory in their soul.

SELF-EXAMINATION | | 








I was very much helped many 
years ago by the following 
sentence in a book by Adelaide 
Proctor: “For one look at self 
take ten looks at Christ.” It was 
entirely contrary to all I had 
previously thought right; but it 
carried conviction to my soul, 
and delivered me from «a habit 
of morbid self-examination and 
introspection that had made my 
life miserable for years. It was 
an unspeakable deliverance. 
And my experience since leads 
me to believe that even a better 
motto would be, “Take no looks 
at self at all, but look only and 
always at Christ.” 

The Bible law in regard to the 
self-life is, not that the self-life 
must be watched and made bet- 
ter, but that it must be “put 
off.” The Apostle, when urging 
the Ephesian Christians to walk 
worthy of the vocation where- 
with they had been called, ‘ells 
them that they musi. “put off” 
the old man which is corrupt 
according to the deceitful lusts. 
The “old man” is of course the 
self-life, and this self-life (which 
we know only too well is indeed 


corrupt according to deceitful 
lusts), is not to be improved, 
but to be “put off.” It is to be 


crucified. Paul says, our old man 
is crucified, i. e., put to death, 
with Christ; and he declares of 
the Colossians, that they could 
no longer lie, seeing that they 
had “put off the old man with 
his deeds.” Some people’s ideas 
of crucifying the ‘old man” is to 
set him up on a_ pinacle, and 
then walk around him and stick 
nagging pins into him to make 
him miserable, but keeping him 
alive all the time. But, if I under- 
stand language, crucifixion 
means death, not making miser- 
able; and to crucify the old man 
means to kill him outright, and 
to put him off as a snake puts 
off its dead and useless skin. 

It is of no use then for us_ to 
examine self, and to tinker with 
it, in the hope of improving it, 
for the thing the Lcrd wants us 
to do with it, is to gex vid of it. 
Fenelon, in his “Spiritual J.et- 
ters,” says that the only way to 
treat self is to refuse to have 
anything to do with it. He says 
we must turn backs on this 
great big “I” of ours, and say 
to it, “I do not know you, and 
am not interested in you, and I 
refuse to pay any attention to 
you whatever.” But self is al- 
ways determined to secure at- 
tention, and would rather be 
thought badly of than not to be 
thought of at all. And self-ex- 
amination, with all its miseries, 
often gives a sort of morbid sat- 
isfaction to the self-life in us; 
and even deludes self into think- 
ing it is a very humble and pious 
sort of self after all. 

The only safe way and Scrip- 
tural way is to have nothing to 
do with self at all, either with 
good self or with bad self, but 
simply to ignore self altogether; 
and to fix our eyes, and our 
thoughts, and our expectations, 
on the Lord, and on Him alone. 
We must substitute for the per- 
gonal pronoun “I,” “me,” “my,” 
the pronoun “He,” “Him,” 
“His; and must ask ourselves, 
not “am I good?” but “is He 
good?” 

The Psalmist says, “Mine eyes 
are ever toward the Lord, for 
He shall pluck my feet out of 
the net.” As long as our eyes 
are towards our own feet, and 
towards the net in which they 
are entangled, we only get into 
worse tangles. But when we 
keep our eyes towards the 
Lord, He plucks our feet out of 
the net. This is a point in prac- 
tical experience that I have test- 
ed hundreds of times, and I 
know is a fact. No matter what 
sort of a snarl I may have been

and kept them fixed on_ the 
Lord, He always, sooner or later, 
unravelled it, and delivered me. 

Have you ever watched a 
farmer ploughing a field? If you 
have, you will have noticed 
that, in order to make 
straight furrows he is oblig- 
ed to fix his eyes ona _ tree, 
or a post in the fence, or some 
object at the farther side of the 
field, and to guide his plough 
unwaveringly towards that ob- 
ject. If he begins to look back at 
the furrow behind him in order 
to see whether he has made a 
straight furrow, his plough be- 
gins to jerk from side to side, 
and the furrow he is making 
becomes a zigzag. If we would 
make straight paths to our feet 
we must do what the Apostle 
says he did; we must forget the 
things that are behind, and, 
reaching forth to those which 
are before, we must press. to- 
wards the mark for the prize of 
the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus. 

To forget the things that are 
behind is an essential part of 
the pressing forward towards 
the prize of our high calling: 
and I am convinced this prize 
can never be reached, unless we 
will consent to this forgetting. 
When we do consent to it, we 
come near to putting an end to 
all our’ self-examination; for, 
if we may not look back over 
our past misdoings, we shall 
find but little food for self-re- 
flective acts. 

We complain of spiritual hun- 
ger, and torment ourselves to 
know why our hunger is_ not 
satisfied. The Psalmist says, 
“The eyes of all wait upon Thee, 
and Thou givest them their 
meat in due season.” Having our 
eyes upon ourselves, and on our 
own hunger will never bring a 
supply of spiritual meat. When 
a man’s larder is empty, and he 
is starving, his eyes are not oc- 
cupied looking at the emptiness 
of his larder, but are turned to- 
wards the source from which 
he hopes or expects to get a 
supply of food. To examine self 
is to be like a man who should 
spend his time in examining his 
empty larder, instead of going 
to the market for a supply to 
fill it. No wonder such Chris- 
tians seem to be starving to 
death in the midst of all the full- 
ness there is for them in Christ. 
They never see that fullness, 
for they never look at _ it, 
and again I repeat that the 
thing we look at is the thing we

Paul speaks of a 
spirit of fear, 2 Tim. 1:7. I find 
there are some folks that won’t 
preach when they think they 
might get a whipping but Je- 
sus said, “Fear not them which 
kill the body but are not able to 
kill the soul: but rather fear 
Him which is able to destroy 
both soul and body in _ hell.” 
There are seducing spirits. 1 
Tim. 4:1 “Now the Spirit speak- 
eth expressly that in, the latter 
times some shall depart from 
the faith giving heed to seduc- 
ing spirits and doctrines of 
devils.”” Beware of this spirit as 
wax 
worse and worse. 

There is a spirit of jealousy, 
Num. 5:14. I’m confident this 
spirit has caused more trouble 
than any of the others. While on 
the other hand God is a jealous 
God; He demands all of our de- 
votion. He does not permit us 
to flirt with the world and Paul 
tells us of a spirit of slumber 
Rom. 11:8. I’ve seen this get on 
folks right in preaching ser- 
vices. I think sometimes, and 
most all the time, it gets on 
folks when someone is preach- 
ing something that the sleeper 
doesn’t like. There was a cer- 
tain man who was always awake 
at other times and _ hollering 
“Amen” and who as soon as you 
said tithes, went to sleep. One 
night when another subject was 
being preached he was awake 
but a few words were said on 
tithes and the man went sud- 
denly to sleep. I ran over and re- 
buked the sleeping spirit and the 
man never slept any more on 
this subject. Pastors this is a 
sleeping devil and is sometimes 
welcomed but should be rebuk- 
ed. 


These are a few of the spirits 
that are ready to take hold of 
us when we permit but the best 
part is that there is a spirit of 
wisdom Eph. 1:17, of truth John 
14:17, of meekness Gal. 6:1, a 
meek and quiet spirit 1 Peter

not the Spirit of Christ he is 
none of His” Rom. 8:9. “The
